Brave Men and-Women Hold 
Out Until Soldiers Arrive. 


AMER GANG PUT TO FLIGHT, 


(SPE IAL C RRBFRPONDENCE TO THE POLICE GAZETTE ) 


Fort WinGate, N. M., Nov. 16 —The ludiau Trading 
store of James May, situated about #ix miles from 
Fort Wingate, N. M., was attacked Sunday night by a 
band of deaperadoes under the leadership of Frank 
Amer and Walter Bell. This gang had their headquar- 
ters in the superst.tious Mt. Ranuwe, Arizona, for three 
or four years, and they usually carried on their oper- 
ations in the neivhborhouod of Flavetaff and the Tonto 
Basiv. About six months ago a combination of caule- 
men forced them to change their stamping ground in 
a burry. 

They had not been long about Fort Wingate when a 
series of train and station hold-ups led to such a hot 
chase that they crossed the Navajo Keserv.tion into 
Culorado. A series of otitrages in that State culmin- 
ated in a bank robbery at Delta by a part of the gang, 
Two of them getting killed in that scrape without 
gaining anything, they returned to Fort Winyate, aud 
signalized their return by holding up the proprietor of 
the post hotel, about two weeks azo. The vigilance 
of Lieut, Wallace, who is in charwe of the Provoat 
Guard, kept them out of the immediate vicinity of the 
Fort, and nothing was heard of their whereabouts un- 
til their appearance last night on the edge of the mili- 
tary reservation at May's store. 

It was known that May bad quite a large sum of 
money in his possession after making his bi-monthly 
collections at the poston pay day. The following is 
the account given by Corporal Henry Welrs, Troop 
C, Second Cavalry, who was an eye-witness anda 
prominent actor iu the affair, to your special corre- 
spondent: 

“Sunday I was visiting with my wife at Mr. James 
May's. We were sitting atsupper, about 6:30 P. M., 
when a fusilade of shots and the crashing of bullets 
through the wooden walls caused us to drop our knives 
and forks in consternation. 

“Mr. May. who is an ex-soldier, winner of several 
medals at the target butts, and a man who has amply 
proved his nerve in manyan Indian fight, at once 
grasped the situation and with the cry ‘the Amer gang’ 
rau from theroom. He immediately returned witha 
couple of loaded Wiuchesters. Looking through the 
windows we took acuutious survey of the scene, anil 
found that the ban:lits bad taken up their position on 
the bills that surround the house, The house itself 
isaesmall frame structure situated at the head of a 
narrow canon, where it opens out into a little circular 
basin about four hundred yards in diameter. The 
only exit fromthe basin is through the canon, which at 
ite widest part is about fifty 
yaris. 

“The peculiar position of 
the house rendered it al- 
most untenable, but to leave 
ite flimsy aehelter meant 
certuin death. We placed 
the mattress ard all the 
available furniture as a bar- 
ricade, against the two win- 
dows, Wethen induced the 
women to lie onthe vround 
between them, and thus 
aff rded them cousiderable 
protection. 

“We laid there for about 
three hours with the bullets 
coming through the walls as 
if they were canvas tarvets 
on the range during prac- 
tice. Momentarily we ex- 
pected the place to be car- < 
ried by storm, but the well- 
known courage of May and 
his akill as a sharpshooter 
must have deterred them 
from so bold an unudertak- 
ing. 

“About 9:30 P. M. my 
horse, which was saddled in 
a stable a short distance

Gustaveson was lifted up bodily, and then the 
father fastened the rope around his neck, and fastened 
it so tightly that the wretch grew black in the face 
and his eyes started from his head. Then the body 
was allowed to falland tha prisoner’s whole weight 
rested upon the rope, which was tightened and soon 
choked out his life, 

Forten minutes the corpse was left hanging. the 
mob standing by to see there was no interference 
npon the: part of the officers, and from the landing 
above the mother looked down to see that the wretch 
had no chance for his life. 

At the end of ten minutes the police made their way 
through the crowd and cut the body down. It was 
taken to the county jail, the 
mob following and swearing 
thatif Gustaveson was not 
dead they would hang him 
again. It was not until the 
announcement of the result 
of the post mortem examin- 
ation was made that the 
crowd dispersed, 

Gustaveson’s little victim 
is in” a serious condition, 
and the probabilities are 
that she will not live. She is 
unconscious. 

The mob was composed 
principally of workingwen. 
Sheriff McIntyre says he will 
make alist of those he rec- 
oxpized and see that they

Tne actors in the drama were the Russiauv, known as 
Prince Egelitcbeff, a young man who bas been cutting 
a wide swath iv St. Louis society, and Mrs. H. M. 
Coudrey, wife of the senior member of the insurance 
nrm of Condrey & Scott, and a daughter of Jerome 
Hill, of Lill, Foutaine & Co., cotton factors of St. Louis 
aul Memphis, 

lhe Prince has until recently occupied a fine suite 
of rooms ata fashionable West End hotel, where Mr. 
and Mrs. Coudrey also boarded. He isa good scholar, 
a smooth talker, a handsome man and a yvallant. 

As the story goes, the Prince and Mra. Cuoudrey first 
met last summer in Chicago. They werea wood deal 
in each other’s society, and became very much at- 
tiched, 

In the course of time Mrs. Coudrey returned to her 
home at the hotel. Soon the Prince cime also, and 
took up bis residence at the same bhonse, The pair, it 
is alleged, became so friendly that Mr. Coudrey, the 
husband, entered a protest agaiust the foreiguer’s at- 
tentions to bis wife, but it is said they found a way of 
meeting away from the hotel. 

The husband sent his wife back to her father’s, and 
rumor says that she was seutto Philadelphia. When 
she returned some sort of peace was patched up and 
Mrs. Coudrey and her little girl. two years old, again 
made their home with the husband and father at the 
hotel untila few days ago, when Mrs. Cuudrey was 
taken to her father’s home.

He is a bandsome 
man, about thirty-two years of age, with 
dark «yes and mustache. He is 5 feet 10 
inches iu height,and in addition to fault- 
less attire he has a distinguished manu: r, 
which plainly bespeaks a cultured citizen of 
the Continent, He is au accomplished lin- 
uist, and bis conversation is tivged with a 
sl:ghtaccent. His voice is exquisitely mod- 
ulated, aud is as mellow and seductive as 
that of a professional elocutionist.

tive men, After her marriage the breath of scandal 
never suilied her fair name until she met the foreigner, 
and even now her friends are positive that the prompt 
action of her husband and her relatives has rescued 
ber before her name was actually dishonored. 

Reluctance on the part of the relatives of the un- 
fortunate woman prevents the exact details of her 
friendship for the Prince becoming known, but the 
story which is believed by her acquaintances is that 
she met Engelitcheff in Chicavo last summer while 
she was visiting the World’s Fair, end that Mr. Con 
drey. at that time remonstrated with her lest she 
should com) romise ber name by receiving his atten- 
tions.

They are almost as 
small and white as those of a woman, 

“Yes, they are in good condition,” admitted their owner, 
“and that is because I always took excellent care of them. They 
claimed my first attention after a fight. The trouble with most 
boxers is that they will let a bruise or other injury go too long 
before giving it the necessary treatment My bands are small, 
and they carry little flesh. That makes them apt to cut the 
skin of any man on whom they land. I always aimed to 
punch at my antagenist’s oyes, That's an effictive place. 
Corbett is very clever at the same trick, He's the quickest 
big man I ever saw and he’s as strong as a bull. Until law 
him I could not understand how he defeated Sullivan. Now 
it’s as plain as day, Mitchell can hit a harder blow, they say. 
A few months ago they were singing a topical song the retrain 
of which was ‘I Doubt It’ It expresses my sentiments in 
this case.”’ 

“Have you seen the statement made by Sulliven that he is 
in excellent condition and wants another chance at Corbett 
whom he believes he could deteat.”

No Doubt But What Corbett and 
Mitchell Will Meet, 


—_—_— 


JOE BAER ON THE FIGHT, 


The main topic in sporting circles is the 
pending luternational fistic encounter between Jim Corbett, of 
San Francisco, Cal , and Chariey Mitchell, of London, England, 
who are to face each other for the first time in the arena on Jan. 
25, and battle for a purse of $20,000 and the championship of the 
world with gloves. The contest will be brought off under the 
auspices of the Duval Athietic Ciub, of Jacksonville, Florida. 
It will create a furore in al! parts of the world. Corbett and his 
legion of admirers telieve he will win easily, while Mitchell and 
bis friends are just as sanguine. Many sporting men have an 
idea the Englishman will never enter the ring with Corbett 
and that he has no intention of fighting. I do net share the 
same belief, and I judge by Mitchell's past record. The Eng- 
lish boxing champion has never yet shown the white feather. 
After he first arrived in this country in 1883, when he was a 
mere youth and not even a middleweight, he threw down the 
gauntiet to John L. Sullivan, whe then held the championship 
of the world, and agreed to meet him in a ¢-round glove con- 
test In Madison Square Garden, New York. Alter the match 
was ratined few believed Mitchell, who did not weigh 140 
pounds, would have the courage to face Sullivan, whese name 
at this time was a terror to nearly every pucilist living, and 
who was nearly 60 pounds heavier than Mitchell. Sullivan had 
every advantage except sclunce in his favor, Mitchell, how- 
ever, did face the music and fought Sullivan until the police 
stopped the contest in the third round, after Mitchell had, for 
the second time in Suliivan'’s prize ring career, knocked him 
down. The American champion had the advantage in the third 
round and would probably have won. 


* * 


Again I remember in the fall of 1887 when 
Mitchell and Sullivan signed articles to battie for £500 a side in 
London, England, on March 10, 1888, how few supposed Mitchell 
would face the American champion in a battle according to Lon- 
don prize ring rules to a finish with bare knuckles. Sporting 
men wagered their funds that Mitchell would never enter the 
ting. At Apremonr, France, on March 10, Mitchell again proved 
that he had the courage and backbone to keep his enzagement, 
for he.did enter the ring and gave Sullivan the greatest battie 
he ever fought. Only thirty-nine rounds were fought and Mit- 
chell proved himse!! « ct. ampion, for if the battle had not been 
stopped through a little sxiliful engineering by Sullivan’s back- 
er, Harry 8. Phillips of Canada, and the use of bis bank roll, 
Mitchell, it is believed, would have certainly won. 


Now with these facts in view who can con- 
scientiously claim that Mitchel! should shirk meeting Corbet? 
If he was not afraid to enter the arena on two occasions to*meet 
Sullivan when the latter was looked upon as invincible, and on 
paper Mitchell did not appear to have a 10 tol chance, why 
should he refuse to meet Corbett? The latter has no better rec- 
ord than Sullivan had in 1888, fur at that date every one will 
allow Sullivan was the premier pugiiist of the world. It is true 
Corbett defeated Sullivan, but th» latter was not the gladiator 
in 1892 that he was in 1888. Consequently, outside the fact that 
Corbett won the $45.000 purse and bad the credit of defeating 
Sullivan, there was nothing in the cantest to demonstrate that 
Corbett was a wonder. I am certain that Mitchell means fight- 
ing, and that he will fight, and what is more prove a far more 
formidable opponent to Corbett than Sul.ivan did. Even it 
Corbett should win he wil ciscover that he met a better man 
than he supposed.

Since the Corbett and Mitchell contest has 
been arranged there has been some talk of the authorities not 
allowing it to take place. clalining it to be aprize fight. There 
ig as much difference between a glove contest and a prise fight 
as there is between white and biack. A prize fixht is aconten- 
tion in which the principals soak their hands In copperas, horse 
radish Juice and tannin, have their flesh reduced in sweaters 
and rubbed with lemon juice, ight with bare knuckles as hard 
as iron, wear spiked shoes in which one or the other are spiked 
or maimed during the contest, while the contestants are allowed 
to hug, wrestle, and frequently they gouge and maim each other 
in what is calied a prize fight by London prize ring rules. In 
glove contests the principals use gloves. No wrestling is al- 
lowed and the men seldom receive half the punishment that 
they doin a regular prise ring encounter. Mitchell and Cor- 
bett are not going to engage in a prize fight, but in @ contest 
governed by ‘Police Gazette” rules.

I have received the following from Joe Baer, 
of Jacksonville, Fia, aneut the fight: * Let us have a quiet littie 
talk about the Corbett-Mitchell contest—a quiet, common-sense 
talk among Quiet, common-sense peopie. Letus taik the sub- 
ject over among ourselves, without heat, passion, prejudice or 
partiality. Let us taik of it in @ cool, collected and conserva- 
tive tone, that we may the more fully comprehend ite advan- 
tages and ites drawbacks OQOueof the strongest arguments ad- 
vanced by those gentlemen who oppuse the contest taking 
place in Jacksonviile is that it is demoralizing and degrading, 
tending to lower, rather than elevate, the mural character of the 
people who witness it. These gentiemen advocating this theory 
are hunest and conscientious in their opinions; but because I 
and hundreds of others take a directly opposite view, that does 
net make us the less honest or the less conscientious. Every 
man is entitied to his own particular and peculiar ‘deas on «.) 
matters. and IL admire the blunt, straight-forward and plain- 
spoken man, and prefer him to him who acts the hypocrite anid 
knave. Therefore. if I differ from you, I trust you will honor 
me with your respect and give me credit fur my candor. 

“Boxing is a sclence,as I have alwnys been taught from my 
earliest infancy. Itis ‘the manly art of self defense’ that all 
men sheuld understand and, when necessary, practice. Ail 
over this broad, fair land of ours there are instructors in this 
branch of study who are well paid for teaching one its sev- 
eral degrees of perfection; and the man does not exist who 
would not feel a certain pride were he capable of defending him- 
self succes-fully with the weapons which God has given him. I 
firmly believe that the science of self-defense should be taught 
in all our schools, both private and public If it were people 
would not resert to the use of firearms to protect their persons, 
and murder, shooting scrapes and cutting affrays would be di- 
minishe!d. Further, itis said that these exhibitions are brvtal 
and cruel. Have you who make this assertion ever witnessed 
such acentest?) Or de you merely remark it from hearsay? Or 
do you get your ideas from the highly colored and imaginative 
accounts that you read in the newspape:?
